It. will require years, under the most favorable condi­

A ustria-H ungary, 
once 
the

breaks, as it threatens to clo soon, will be broken into frag­ 
ments as difficult, and requiring as long a time to reassem­ 
ble, as Russia. 
H ie Balkan States, separately and collectively, are 
only held together now by the military. 
W hen peace is finally agreed to between tilt nations 
of the earth and the Germ an people, that nation must be 
builded again. 
W ith the German people the work cd building up will 
not, in all probability, be so difficult, but with the emotion­ 
al races in the Balkans, in A ustria-H ungary, Poland and 
the half wild tribes of Russia and Siberia the ta>k is 
a 
tremendous one. 
T he allied nations will, in all probability, he compelled 
to protect their borders for years against the* menace of 
disorder across the'line, until the peoples have worked out 
the great problem of government and restored order.
